the

area. 
If steep (dopes are plowed, the 


erosion hazard can he reduced bv 
using a nurse crop; such as spring 
oats, *prmg wheat or winter oats 


Soils should he 
tested 
before 
legumes are seeded, anti lime, pot 
ash and phosphate should be add 
ed if needed 


“ Fall planting iv best because 
it takes six months for lime to 
react thoroughly,” Scott said. 


Mixtures of grasses and legumes 
for pasture product higher yield* 
and increase the pasture season 
Scott 
recommends 
using 
alfalfa 
wuth 
fescue 
or 
brome. 
Fescue 
presents a problem if allowed to 
go to seed and become unpala 
table. 


A combination of rust-resistant 
strains of alfalfa and brome will 
last 5-7 years, Scott said.

short-season corn

Full season 
corn should be planted up to June 
15 and might mature a week or IU 
days later planting 
Of course, 
there is no need lo suggest as I 
early planting as soil conditions 
will permit. 
Most operators are 
anxious to get intd the field ai 
first opportunity 


The type, growing period and 
lateness of first frost will also de­ 
termine proper maturity of corn 
Plenty of phosphate and potash 
will 
tend 
to 
hasten 
maturity 
Extra nitrogen will prolong the 
growing period. 
Nitrogen is es 
sential 
as 
other 
elements 
but 
heavy applications are not recoin 
mended for late planting 


60 to 80 pounds per acre of N2 
is not too heavy but IOO to 125 
pounds would keep nitrogen pres 
ent in the soil over a longer grow 
mg season. 
This would have a 
tendency to keep the corn green 
and growing several days longer 


If the season i* late, beans can 
replace corn, hut it seems farmers 
plan to grow more beans than last 
year.

Beans seem to have the 
ability to hurry up and mature 
better than corn 


The wheat in this part of the
